The latest recounts which have come to 
hand assuredly point to the fact that the 
Japanese gained one of the greatest naval 
victories of modem times, It was absolutely 
crushing. Only three vessels, we. are told, 
escaped, ‘I'he remainder of the Armada is 
cither at the-bottam-of the sea, or in Japanese 
hatbours, ‘The scene at the fight must have 
been absolutely terrific; the thunderous 
blows dealt by the Japanese marksmen would 
have demoralised far more eiticient fighters 
than the Russians, It was generally con 
ceded when tlie Baltic Fleet passed through 
the Straits that the paticnt and virile Admiral 
Togo was only waiting his opportunity to 
demolish his enemy ; but even (he most loud- 
voiced partisan of the Japancse hardly dared 
to believe that the defeat of the Russians 
would have been so complete, It was argu: 
ed that if'even part of Rodjestvensky's squad- 
ron got through to Vladivostok the great 
aim and object of the Russians would have 
been altained. It was freely granted that 
the ancient and worn-out craft which formed 
partof the Fleet might become a target for 


) the Japanese jnd it was suggested that Rod- 


jésivensky could well afford to leave them to 
their fate if he succeeded in rushing his first 
class battleships, cruisers ‘and torpedo boats 
inta Viadivestok, Under these circiimstances 
a partial defeat would-have been in some 
Tespucts it victory for the Russians, But all 


these fine theories and arguments were flung 


lo the winds by the cannon -of Togo's war 
‘ships. We have learned the neivs of the 
captured vessels and prisoners, but what of 
those who found their last resting-place in 
the sea? Ifthe reports received up to the 
present can be absolutely relied upon—and 
there is no reason to doubt them in the 
slightest degree the holocaust when vessels 
were being blown up by mines, torpedoes 
and submarines must have been frightful. 
We have yet to learn “the extent of the 
Japanese lusses. Admiral ‘Togo is waiting 
for complete reports of the “insignificant 
loss" which he already reported, but curious 
sluries are continually coming into the effect 


-ed in London on the grat May, 


that the Japanese lost several vessels. in the | 


fight. ‘That might be probable; but die 
Japanese came through the storm of shot 
and shell with a loss of only three torpedo 
boats and a casualty list, up to the gest 
May inclusive, of Byo. ‘This is an achieve: 
meot litle short of miraculous, How 
ever, we have no Russian report telegraphed 
over the world, and we can only trust to the 
future to enlighten us as to the exact state 
of the losses. And now Rodjestvensky is a 
prisoner in the hands of the enemy, having 
been severely wounded, It had been freely 
stated-that the. Russian Admiral was in bad 
health, Anyone who had considered his fate 
never doubted the rumour, Sent out on along 
and hazardous journey, the hope of his 
master the Tsar, and the last beacontight 
of his [low-countrymen, Admiral Rod. 
jestvensky might well worry himself sick -of 
afever. He had to find out the character 
of his boats; he had to lick a lot of ignor-’ 
ant landsmen into something like fighting 
shape; and he had to evade, if he could, the 
dexterous Japanese, He did his best, no, 
doubt; but night and day he must have 
been at his wits’ end wondering what the 
result would be. It was also rumoured that 
some of his own commanders. were not on 
the best of terms with their chief; that, in. 
deed, they sought to thwart him in every 
way they possibly could. ‘That may ‘be only 
an idle rumour, but if there was even a 
suggestion of insubordination, the Admiral’s 
task was immensely increased, «We are 
told thats he was severely wounded, 
which would appear to show that at 
any rate he tried to do his duty ‘and 
failed. He hada Herculean work to per- 
form and only a man’s arn) with which to 
perform it, It must be a dreary pillow on 
which resis the Admiral’s head tha Japan. 
ese hospital. True he did not brag about 
fighting to a finish, and having nothing to 


do’ but die for Tsar and country, as Stoessel 


did, but his fate bas been worse, (and 

one wonders what it will ‘be’ if he 
ever ‘returns to Russia, that land of 
unfulfilled hopes. By this time Birileff 
should be in Vladivostok Jooking for his 
phant-m command. [ven the three vessels, 

which escaped to Vindivostok will prove no 
addition to the northern fleet, for the simple 
reason that the crews will be absolutely 
demoralised by their experience in the Yel. 
low Sea. ‘The Russians would seem to have 
only one -way before them—to make peace 
with as much honour as the Japanese-are 
willing to accord them. It may be galling, 
but to the average onlooker it appears. as if 
Russia had met her Waterloo. How'she | 
can hope to rehabilitate herself in the eyes 

of the world it will be interesting to see ; but 
that her power both by land and sea is gone 
fot some decades to came must be apparent, 
to the most casual ubserver. As for Admiral 
Togo, he has been hailed as another Nelson, 
.but we cannot compate the days of Nelson 
with the present time.. The conditions are 

absolutely different; only one feature. is 
common (co both—intense patriotism and 
fierce love of battle.

out the Orient, namely, Greist, !ritain, Japan, 
and the ‘United States. Some Continental 
Powers are undersiood to desire to partition 
China, to weaken the slumbering Dragon, and 
to set Up in their " spheres” protectionist tariffs 
designed. 10 cramp and ultimately stifle the 
trade of British, American and Japanese 
merchants, This might not be done very 
rapidly, but the cramping movement would be 
ng sure as’ it would be gradual. The 
“open door" Powers, on the ‘contrary, 
desire only to secure a free course for the de- 
velopment of the trade and commerce of all 
nations (hnughout the vast Empire of China, 
“A fair field and nnfavour® is-all they look 
for, and it is that which the success of japan 
arms. goes A long way to secure to them 
Japan, as has been asserted frequently since 
the war hegan, has, in fact, been fighting the 
batiles of civilisation against the forces of the 
niost corrupt as itis also the most barbarous 
Government in ,the Western hemisphere—a- 
positive blot on the civilisption of the Grent 
West. Had she not been tackled by the Jap- 
anese, it requires litle foresight to discera that 
the time would have, come (and that not very 
far dietant ton) when Great Britain woold have 
had no alternative but to pour out blood and 
money freely in endeavours to check the tide. 
of ruthless aggression inthe Far East. Japan, 
1 submit, by soilling the blood of her sons 
to-day h s saved many thousands of Engl sh 
homes from sore trials and bereavements, while

And have not 
these historical events demonstrated to China 
the well-nigh ‘incalculable advantages to” be 
derived, not from preparedness for war in order 
to avoid a clash of. arms, but preparedness 
for'victory? Surely, Chinn will profit by these 
object lestons. Obviously, one of the secrets 
of Japan's success is to ‘be found in the 
faci'that she prepared for victory, while her 
burly antagonist only srepared—and that in a 
shipshod manner—/or war, Japan left nothing 
‘to chance, while Russia depended chiefly upon 
bluff dnd big battalions, The result is before 
the world, and iftht Tear is not entirely devoid 
of comman sense he will bow to the decrees of 
Fate, hard as they may be, accept terms of 
peace which would be far entier now than they 
are likely to be a few manths hence, and 
endenvour to profit by, the lessons derivable 
{rom a foe he foolishly affetted to despise but 
who has ‘come thraugh a severe ordeal with 
flying colours, and to-day ‘rightly ranks as o 
first class Power and a champion of civilisation 
and fair drade in the Orient. 

In this connection © useful purpose may be: 
served if, with your permission, ‘L.draw the 
‘attention of your readers to a speech -delivered 
by the late Premier, Lord Salisbury, at the 
Guildhall in Januaty 1297. On that accasion 
the great statesman said; “The objects 
which we have in view are strictly 
business objects, We wish to extend 
the commerce, the trade, the ‘industry 
and the civilisation of mankind, .We wish to 
throw open as many markets as possible, to 
bring as many consumers and producers into 
contact as possible, to throw open the great 
nattiral highways of the universe of whatever 
kind, cost what it may. We desire, we are 
ever striving for the maintenance not only of 
our treaty rights, but also the true, the highest, 
the best and the most, exalted rights of man- 
kind, ‘We must now as ever before insist: on 
the upholding in-their entirety of all treaties 
properly concluded,-and in the independence 
of all freacommunities,. These are the objects 
we have in view and in endeavouring to further 
them we look with confidence for the approval 
and co-operation of those nations whose policy 
is directed towards the maintenance sf peace 
aud the expansion of commerce aman mt the 
peoples of the earth, Trade cannot flourish in 
the midst of turmoil and bloody strife, but’ in 
order that peace may be procured with honour, 
may be: maintained with honour, nations are 
sometimes induced to Ko to war, They are, 
I say, sometimes rightly induced to do evil in 


order that good~-that security for great indus- 


tries—mny follow, and speedily follow. “While, 
therefore, our policy is distinctly and primarily 
a peace policy it should not be assuined that 
we are prepared to allow our desire for the ex- 
tension of trade to blind: us to the gravity of 
any acts, overt or otherwise, that-may be com- 
mitted in the belief that-we are insensible of 
what are known ns national affronts. We want 
pence, but it must be peace with honour” « 
Now, seeing that we formed an alliance with 
Japan which bas a special nnd specific bearing 
upon Far Eastern aftairs and that the British 
Government's aims aresuch as Lord Salisbury 
so clearly. stated, can there be any reason to 
dcubt the main object of this war with Russia is 
aught but the upholding of treaties in their en- 
tirety (which would .of course include the 
evacuation of Manchuria by Russia, as dily 
agreed long ago); the extension of the com: 
merce, the trade, the industry and (he civitisa- 
tion of mankind; the maintenance of the 
highest, the best and mast exalted rights of 
mankind, aod the attainment of peace with 
honour? Such, we may be assured, are the 
main objects’ in view ‘and that being so 
Japan should:be able to look with confidence, 
when discussing the. terms af peace, for the 
approval and even the co-operation of those 
nations whose policy is directed towards the 
maintenance of peace in the Fur, East and, as 
ord Satisbury put it, the expansion of com: 
merce among all the peaples of the earth. 
Trade could not really flowish in the midst of 
the turmoil created by the ‘aggressions of cer 
tain States, chiefly Russia, and it has long 
been, perfectly clear that.in order to pbtain 
security for peace with honour’ Japan 
had no alternative but to draw the sword. 
She has triumphed-in a,manner, that faily 
rxceeded the expectations of her most 
ardent admirers and well-wishers, and we may 
well rejoice, for expansion of trade with China 
will assuredly follow clase on the conclusion’

AMBULANCE DOGS IN WAR, 
Under the direction of Major Hautdeville 
Richardson, an exhibition - was riven last 
month at Wimbledon, of the ways in which 
dogs may be used in war time tn seek out and 
render first aid to the wounded. The idea of 
training dogd to act as suxilinries to the 
‘ambulance service is one which, in theory, is 
“bound {to enlist. one's sympathy; and that 
which makes so strong an appeal to the éenti+ 
ment has not been shown hopelessly im> 
awpracticable when tested, In one respect the 
ambulance dog has been proved an efficient 
ally—that is, in the discovery of wounded 
men, who, through inequality uf the ground. or 
from the nature af the undergrowth, are hidden 
from view, and, but for the canine nose, would 
beneglected. In anuther. respect the reality 
«Of the ambulance dog's service is open to ques- 
tion. Having fo.nd bis man, the dog is sup- 
' posed to bo able to afford him relief, and to 
this end ‘each animal weirs a canvas cont 
with @ pocket on either side containing four 
triangular bandages; beneath the’neck hangs’ 
a bell—essentiol on a dark night—and a 
miniature cask of brandy or um; ‘while a 
small waterproof sheet of canvas, available for 
any purpose whatsoever, is worn as a collar, 
* But would a mas, injured in such a way.as to 
be unable to raise himself, be capab'e of taking
